Would join Jordan to 


talks, if...

WASHINGTON. — Jordan’s King 
Hussein yesterday said that he 
“definitely would not hesitate" to 
join the current Israeli-Egyptian 
peace dialogue if he were able ‘‘to 

see the outline of the solution.” 

But the king insisted that Prime 
Minister’ Menahem 'Β recent 
actions “complicate” the possibility 
of a Jordanian presence in 
pegotiations swith the West 
Bank. He said that Begin's proposals 
“take it extremely difficult for us to 
see how we fit in." 

Hussein, interviewed on CBS’ 
“Face the Nation" in Teheran short- 
ly after concluding his talks with 
President Carter, strongly signalied 
his country's desire to get involved 
in the talks. But he once again called 
for an Israeli withdrawal from near- 
ly all of the West Bank — he said 
there could be ‘minor changes on 8 
reciprocal basis” — and the Arab 
section of Jerusalem. 

Conspicuously missing from the 
king’s remarks was a strong en- 
dorsement of the PLO. Hussein 
clearly differentiated between the 
PLO and “‘the people of Palestine,” 
the vast majority of whom he said 
‘vant to live in peace with Israel. 

When 4 questioner pointed out that 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat wants to 
throw Israel “into the sea,"’ Hussein 
merely replied that this was not "the 
view of most of us in the area," in- 
cluding the “overwhelming ma- 
jority" of Palestinian Arabs. He did 
not deny that Arafat had such inten- 
tions. 

As he has in the past, Hussein call- 
ed for Palestinian self-determination 
following an Israeli evacuation of the 
West Bank. He said that Egypt and 
Israel were currently trying to come 
up with a “set of principles” regar- 
ding the Palestinian question, but 
that Begin's response to Sadat's 
“courageous” initiative has 
been “shocking.” Hussein said that 
Begin has done nothing to match 
Sadat’s risks for peace. 

In order for Jordan to participate 
in the negotiations, he continued, 
Jordan must know in advance ‘‘what 
the end result is."* And asked 
whether he to visit Israel, 
the king replied: ‘*Not in the 
foreseeable future as things stand."" 

Hussein stopped short of calling 
for an independent Palestinian state 
in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip.

The agreement on Jordan's 
Strategy vis-a-vis current peace 
moves was announced following 
President Jimmy Carter's meeting 
yesterday with King Hussein in 
Teheran, Carter's second stop in a 
seven-nation foreign tour which will 
take him on Wednesday to Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt. 

The chief of the Jordanian Royal 
Court, who was with Hussein in 
Teheran, reported that the monarch 
had stressed thet the ultimate objec- 
five will have to be a comprehensive 


settlement involving all parties con- . 


cerned, and that such a settlement 
will have to be based on two prin- 
ciples: Israel's tota] withdrawal to 
the pre-1967 war frontiers and the 
right of Palestinians. in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip to self- 
determination.

Anwar Sadat yesterday indicated 
that he had no quarrel with Carter 
over the latter's opposition to the 
creation of an independent Palestt- 
nian siate, In 8 statement published 
In the Egyptian press, Sadat said: “1 
have been calling for the past four 
years for a link between Jordan and 
any envisaged Palestinian state” in 
the West Bank and the Gass Strip. 

The fact that the Arab concept of a 
Palestinian entity linked to Jordan 
and Israel's offer of limited self-rule 
for the inhabitants of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip appear to be un- 
bridgeable does not seem to allay 
PLO fears of a possible compromise 
that would leave the organization 
totally out of the picture. PLO 
leaders have been calling rallies, 
mostly in Lebanon, with the aim of 
intimidating Arab leaders and 
moderate Palestinians against sanc- 
tioning or participating in the 
current peace negotiations. 

Much of the PLO activity has been 
confined to rhetoric, which was 
yesterday directed against the U.8. 
In response to a Brzezinski remark 
that the PLO had written itself off 
the Middle East peace map, PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat yesterday sum- 
moned newsmen in Beirut to declare 
that he waa “writing off" U.S. in- 
terests throughout the Arab world.

Hussein should represent West Bank 


NEW YORK (UPI). — The Skah of 
Tran said in a television interview 
Saturday that King Hussein of Jor- 
dan should have a role in Middle 
East peace talks and should repre- 
sent the West Bank.

South African Indian died

— A South 
African Indian died in police custody 
on Christmas morning within hours 
of being detained. a Johannesburg 
newspaper reported yesterday.

The railroad is reluctant to invest 
in a bridge over a Clags B road, said 
Sarig. “but the peapie wha may be 
killed at that crossing are Class A.” 

The cost of a bridge at the site was 
estimated at ILi.2m. a year ago. 

At the very least, said Sarig, the 
railroad should post a guard to halt 
traffic at the approach of a train.

Carter in New Delhi 


U.S.-India relations warming ΠΡ 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — President 
Carter and Prime Minister Morarji 
Desai of India stressed in their first 
public exchange of views yesterday 
the importance they attach to prin- 
ciples and morality In government. 

Carter told the Indian leader at a 
mass civie reception here that he 
knew him as 8 man of uncom- 
promising dedication to personal 
and public morality. 

Desai, speaking in Hindi, told- 
Carter in reply, "γε your 
courage to defend your principles 
and that you do not allow opposition. 
where principles are concerned.” . 

In brief statements which seem: 
lkely to set the tone for detailed 
talks between them over the next 
two days, both men emphasized that 
India and the U.S. cherish common 
morai values and & commitment to. 
human rights and democracy. 


Desal, speaking more directly on 
international fasues, said that the 
major danger in today's world was 
the nuclear threat. 

“We want the nuclear threat to be- 

ended and atomic energy used for 
the benefit of mankind,” he said. 
“Two months ago I was in the Soviet 
Union and I got a similar assurance 
there. You are working towards the 
same objective, and we will do 
whatever we can in the matter.” 
., Desai said both governments want 
friendship between the two countries 
to be unbreakable. ‘‘Even !f there 
are any differences of opinion 
between us, as there can be, we are 
Sure it will not affect our friendship, 
(which) will remain unbreakable," 
he said. 

President Carter said he par- 
ticularly wanted to hear India's 
‘views on international problems. - 


Carter's visit to India comes at 8 
time when relations between India 
and the U.S. have warmed 
significantly after nearly 20 years of 
suspicion and rivalry.

Cairo thinks Holden killed 
by intelligence organization 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Egyptian Police 

authorities investigating the death of 

Middle Hast newspaper correspon- 

dent David Holden believe he was 

Killed by an intelligence organiza- 
on. 

The report said, however, that the 
identity of the organization, as well 
as the motive, remained a mystery. 

David Holden, one of Britain's top. 
foreign correspondents, was 
murdered in Cairo shortly after 
perieing in the Egyptian capital 
from Israel and Jordan on 
December 14: 

The report said the complexity of 
the machinery needed to keep track 
of Holden on his last ent, 
plus the professtonalism of his 
shooting and the apparent absence of 
any more mundane motive, had 


driven the Cairo police to its theory 
that Holden was the victim of an in- 
telligence organization. 

The “Sunday Mirror," which two 
weeks ago carried a report saying 
Holden was killed by a Palestinian 
Arab terrorist unit, said yesterday 
that Holden was carrying a petition 
from West Bank leaders to President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt at the time of 
his death. 

“Mirror“ reporter John Knight 
said the petition was a circular letter 


- signed by ‘West Bank mayors~and~ 
leaders asking Sadat to.make no 


deals with Israel. 

Knight said he had given informa- 
tion on Holden's death to a senior 
Egyptian police officer who visited 
London in connection with the 
Holden case last week. 


Vietnam accuses Cambodia of 
killing thousands on. border 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP). — Viet- 
nam yesterday called Cambodia the 
aggressor in their burgeoning border 
war, saying incursions and atrocities 

civillans had forced Vietnam 
to defend itself against its Com- 
munist neighbour. 

A government statement broad- 
cast by the Voice of Vietnam said 
thousands of Vietnamese had heen 
kilted or wounded in the attacks 
along δ. 450-kilometre stretch of the 
frontier. 

The charges were similar to those 
made on Saturday by Cambodia 
when it temporarily severed 
diplomatic relations with Vietnam. 
Cambodia charged that its 
neighbour had penetrated its 
territory with several divisions of 
troops and air power. Phnom Penh 
said relations wouldn't be restored 
until.the Vietnamese troops 
withdrew from its territory. 

Until the last two days, neither 
country had officially admitted to 
the fighting, which by the accounts 
of both began shortly after Com- 
munist victories in both countries in 
April 1975. Both sides say the 
fighting has intensified in recent 
months. 

“The armed forces of Cambodia 
have shelled large areas of dense 
population, new economic zones and 
areas deep inside Vietnamese 
territory,” the Vietnamese broad- 
cast said. (A “new economic zone" 


is an area of forced rural 
resettlement.) 

“Along the routes of their attack, 
they looted dnd burned down 
monasteries, schools and first aid 
centres. At many places they raped 
young women, disembowelled preg- 
fant ones, beheaded adults, threw 
children into fires and committed 
other untold atrocities," the state- 
ment claimed. 

Observers view the conflict as 
stemming from disputed boundaries 
imposed by colonial administrations 
and from a long history of violence 
and suspicion between the two coun- 
tries. A similar situation exists along 
the Thal-Cambodian border. where 
Cambodians have staged small- 
scale attacks against Thai villages. 


Soviet spy planes 
overfly U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AFP). — Two 
Soviet spy planes penetrated U.S. 
airspace on December 14 and stayed 
there for more than two hours, the 
U.S. Air Force has revealed. 6 
The Air Force spokesman said the 
two Tupeloy-95 planes had not iden- 
tified themselves and had been 
detected by electronic means. They 
had been spotted near Richmond, 
Virginia and had also flown over 
‘Georgia and South Caroline, he said.

I promise you a rose garden 


A ROSE GARDEN is a treasure 
beyond compare. No flower stands 
higher in popular esteem. No other 
flower can be put to so many uses, as 
a climber or a bedding plant. 

An ugly corner can be covered by 
roses and transformed into a thing of 
beauty. Let the rose hide a bare wall. 
If a screen is required between the 
kitchen garden and the flower gar- 
den, is there a more natural fence 
than a hedge of roses? 

Time to plant. Use this month for 
rose planting. A polyantha shrub 


rose can be planted with a minimum . 


of knowledge and care and will 


-probably do reasonably well. Grow- 


about it. However, it is an all-year 
job. The harvest of fragrant flowers 
from April to December — for more 
than 20 years — will compensate you 
for al} the time and energy you have 
spent in your rose garden. 

The nurseryman who wants to 
stock roses has now removed all his 
flower pots and tins of annuals and 

to one side and 

deep trenches in their place. Next 
week, as every year at this time, the 
roses will arrive. They come from 
growers in the Galilee and the 
Sharon plain, poor-looking bare 
stems with half-cut roots. They are 
tied with raffia in bundles of a 100 
and labelled with such names as 
“Queen Elizabeth,’’ ‘‘Tahiti,’’ 
“Superstar,” “Chrysler Imperial,” 
‘*Peace,'’ “*Souvenir,’’ 
“Montezuma,” etc. 


ANYONE wanting to- buy a rose 
Plant in this country must rely en- 
tirely on the advice of the 
murseryman. But can one make a 
choice without a catalogue? Without 
seeing a picture in colour of the rose 
in bloom, who wants to buy? 

The customer may say, “I want a 
red rose.’ But there are many, 
many shades of red rosea. And there 
are red roses with a strong acent and 
less fragrant ones, producing many 
flowers on one stem. There are red 
climbers and red bush roses, 
miniatures and large ones. One can 
choose polyanthas and floribundas, 
grandifloras and tea roses — 
hybrids in red, pink, yellow, blue, 
white, orange and purple. There are 
bi-coloured roses too, and roses in a 
variety of shapes. 

After a customer buys one or more 
‘of those dead-looking wooden 
sticks, he must wait five months till 
the chosen rose shows its first 
colour, to learn whether his choice

fully coloured catalogues, which are’ 


mailed to them two months before 
the planting season. Aside from the 
coloured pictures, they contain 
detailed descriptions and planting 
advice. The enclosed price list states 
that if one buys ten or more roses, 
remarkable reductions are granted. 
One marks the code number of the 
desired plant(s) on a purchase form, 
sends it off with a cheque in the 
envelope provided — postage is 
usually paid by the seller — ahd the 
chosen roses arrive promptly, 
suitably wrapped and protected. 

Why can this be done all over 
Europe and in America, but not 
here? One might say that big coun- 
tries with several million buyers, 
where competition is keen, can af- 
ford such services, while Israe} is a 
poor, small country, with few garden 
enthusiasts, 

But are they really so rich and we 
80 poor? 

Aren't we more suited to rose 
growing because of our growing con- 
ditions than most countries of 
“Europe and America? 

. ‘Most of them have no roses in 
winter — and we do! In cold 
weather, they must carefully protect 
— roses with a covering while we 

ours proudly unprotected in 
ΠΑ͂Ν Most countries are not able 
to show roses at flower exhibitions 


from November to May, but we can . 


do It! They have no possibility of ex- 
roses half a year, but we ex- 
port ours by the teng of thousands 
year-round, without interruption. 
roses are specially prized for 
parties and Christmas decorations in 
Germany, Austria, England, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland and 
Switzerland. From late autumn to 
spring, these countries are not able 
to grow a single rose except at dis- 
proportionate expense in heated 
greenhouses. 

What a wonderful feeling of pride 
for an Israeli to know this. Our rose 
nurseries deserve praise for their 
ability to serve foreign markets with 
first-class products. 


WHEN 1 visited Kibbutz Hin Gedi a 
few weeks ago, I didn’t go to see the 
date palm groves or the famous 
hydroponics farm, but to see the 
members’ homes. Around every 
building are strong rose bushes with 
large, multi-coloured fragrant 
flowers. They further beautify a 
remarkable landscape of healthy 
green lawns, majestic palms and 


evergreen shrubs. Ein Gedi's 
pPloneers built their paradise on 
earth, on barren rocks and salty 
sands. Their Dead Sea area has 
come to life after 2,000 years of sleep 
and neglect. When I saw the desert 
blooming from the work of a new 
generation of young gardeners and 
farmers, I felt how really rich we 


are. 

And the catalogues? They will 
come, of course. Let us have more 
hobby gardeners, more rose growers 
who can speak up, more nurseries, 
more competition — and we, too, 
may benefit from good service. Who 
will be the first in Israel to publish 
such a catalogue? 

Bules for planting. Planting should 
be done immediately after purchase. 
Prepare trenches for the new rosea 
before you fetch them from the 
nursery, If you are unable to plant 
them on the same day, keep the roots 
moist by wrapping them in wet cloth 
or wet newspapers. 


Dig holes 70 cm. deep and 50cm. in 
diameter. Fill them half-full with 
soil mixed with one-third compost 
{no special soil is necessary). Or use 
the same proportion of cow dung. 
Shape a smail mound inside the 
trench. Stand the rose plant upright 
on it and spread the roots over the 
mound. Cover the roots completely 
with soil, but leave the budding spot 
(a visible swelling at the ant" 8 
base) exactly at ground level. 

Press the soi] down firmly to avoid 
air pockets between the roots. Form 
8 mound of soi! around the stalk (20 
to 30 cm. high) for the first period of 
growth, Cut down the tops of all new- 
ly planted roses to approximately 30 
cm. from the ground. Make 8 
shallow dent around the plant and 
water slowly using a rubber (or 
Plastic) hose. Be careful not to wash 
out the roots! 

In a few weeks, after the- 
&ppearance of new leaves, remove 
the covering soil. Continue watering 
every two or three days (during dry 
periods) and do not.use chemical fer- 
tilizers during the first year. 

Koses do better if shaded. 
Hot sun fades colours quickly and 
shortens the life span of blooms. Ex- 
cessive loss of moisture through the 
leaves also checks growth. 

Old roses. The pruning time for old 
roses begins soon and will be dis- 
cussed in a later column. 
Meanwhile, choose a spot for new 


_ones. Roses are tolerant of a wide 


Tange of soil conditions. A heavy 
clayey loam is considered ideal 
because of its moisture-holding 
capacity, but any good garden soil 
will grow roses.

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‘Concerted’ peace effort

Shalom, salaam aleikum, peace be with you for ever 
Shalom, the dove of peace has flown to Israel 

To calm the traubled waters and ring the freedom bell. 
No more must war destroy this holy land 

Let rain fall an the desert and love grow im the sand. 


RICHIE HAVENS wrote his latest 
song on November 19th, as he watch- 
ed Sadat's arrival here on American 
TV. He is in Israel for several con- 
certs and he describes his visit as a 
peace mission, rather than a regular 
commercial tour. He is waiting for 
final confirmation from the Egyptian 
Students’ Union that he will be able 
to continue from here to Catro for a 
big appearance there. 

The 36-year-old self-taught musi- 
clan was closely associated with the 
civil rights movement of the °G0's, 
though he is probably best known as 
the star of the 1969 Woodstock 
festival: ‘That was one incredfble 
cosmic accident," he recalls. : 


pected. Some 850,000 came and 80 per 
cent of them got in for free. When it 
was no longer a contrived commer- 
cial event, it turned into a people's 
event. The people, not the music, 
made Woodstock. It was a kind of 
world gathering. And believe me, 
when vou have 850,000 people sitting 
on the grass in rain for three 
solid days with ne food, it could have 
turned out pretty-wad. It taught us all 
that, no matter who, no matter what 
the circumstances, people can get 
along. And they weren't all 
youngsters — lots of grandmothers 
showed up. to see if the kids were 
really ra 

He still can't get away from “Here 
Comes the Sun,” the number with 
which he opened the Woodstock 
festival; his “Freedom” song was 
composed and sung spontaneously 
during the course of thove three days. 

What does he hope to achieve with 
"Shalom-Salaam?” 

“It people on both sides of Israel's 
borders can hear it and agree it is a 
beautiful song, that is its effect. 
Music can bring people together.” 
(He will appear in Jerusalem next 
Sunday.) 

Havens, who is American Indian in 
origin on his father’s side and whose 
mother's family came from Bar- 


bados, says he uas peen avidly in- 
terested in Israel for 20 years. His 
grandmother was a strictly religious 
Methodist. who lived according tothe 
Bible. “She even ate kosher, but that 
didn’t even dawn on me till I was 
about 19. Then I started to realize 
that there's really only one religion 
in the world — simply dissected, en- 
vironmentalized. As I see it, there 
are all kinds of Jews, all over the 
world in one big melting pot. When 
you think of Jews, you just think of 
whites, but it’s more than that — 
really the ultimate and 
end of everything. In the Arabs and 
Jews getting together, I see the 
whole world getting together....."" 

Asked if he knows about the Black 
Hebrews of Dimona, he says, “a 
Hittle,"’ and adds that he knows some. 
Black Hebrews in New York. 
Avoiding politica? discussions, he 
comments. “I think we all came 
from here. And we're all finding our 
way back." 

Richie is a great believer in sym- 
bolism, fate and astrology. He wears 
a big cross, an amulet, a shark's 
tooth. In his pocket he carries a carv- 
ed marble charm of two inverted 
pyramids which form a six-pointed 
star. His helt buckle is an outsize 
Magen David. The heavy rings on his 
fingers inctude one of his guardian 
angel. It was given to him by ἃ fellow 
astrologist, a cab driver he met in 
San Francisco. 

“T had been singing "The Ballad of 
Ramone’ at that time, never really 
understanding the words myself. 
When he told me that his — and my 
guardian angel — was Ramone, I 
really flipped. And when I met him 
again. months later, quite by fate, he 
had been keeping the ring for me." 

His bracelet looks just like 
Yemenite silver filigree work studd- 
ed with Bilat stones. But it’s a piece 
οἵ American Indian jewelry “You 
see, we're the same all over — and 
we sure are not as different as we've 
all been taught to believe."

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Dissonant sounds in Cairo 


PEACE is still not around the corner, despite hopeful predic- 
tions that a preliminary agreement, at least, may be reached 
between Egypt and israel within the next two or three months. 
Tough bargaining over seemingly intractable issues lies ahead. 
Tempers may yet rise, nerves may get frayed, and deadiock 
may repeatedly be threatened. - 

The minimum that the negotiators can rightly be expected to 
do at this time is to keep their cool, and to avoid doing anything 
that would contribute to tension. 

This is a precept that might appear to be more difficult to 
accept by Israelis, accustomed as they are to freedom of ex- 
pression. than by Egyptians, who are rather used to guidance 
and constraints from above. Yet that is not how things have 
turned out in practice. 

The failure of the Ismailiya summit last week to produce im- 
mediate, concrete results, has triggered somewhat emotional 
reactions in both countries. But whereas the response in Israel 
has been, for the most part, properly subdued, in Egypt, where 
expectations must have run unrealistically high, the air has 
become filled with unpleasantly strident sounds. 

Such a sound as Mohammed Hasanain Heikal's — calling for 
Israel's contraction to 1947 Partition Plan size, apparently 
minus the Negev — is not especially disturbing, except as a 
reminder that the old fantasies are not entirely dead in Egypt. 
Nasser's old press chief, in disgrace for four years, nowadays 
expresses himself mainly in interviews with foreign cor- 
respondents and in articles for publications abroad. ἂς os 

Not so his chief successor, Mustafa Amin, once in Nasser's 
doghouse. but now editor of the authoritative “Akhbar al-Yom." 

Last Friday, Mr. Amin commented in his paper on the 
Ismailiya meeting, and particularly on Mr. Begin's disclosure 
in the Knesset that the talks nearly broke down twice in dis- 
agreement. The Prime Minister’s account, it may be recailed, 
was couched in terms wholly respectful of President Sadat’s ap- 
proach, intolerable as it was to the Israel side. 

Mr. Amin, on the other hand, employed phraseology that is, to 
put it mildly, grossly disrespectiul of Mr. Begin. This is much to 
be deplored. If there is anyone in Egypt, anywhere on the 
pyramid of power, who believes that he would be advancing his 
country's interest — and the cause of peace — by addressing 
Israel's Premier as a Shylock, ‘he can only be said to be sorely 
mistaken. 

To Mr. Amin it may be self-evident that Israe] must pull all its 
troops back not only from Sinai but from the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, and that the right of the Palestinian Arabs to self- 
determination is ‘inalienable. This is the official Egyptian 
doctrine: and it was reiterated on Saturday by Egypt's new 

: Foreign Minister, Mahammed Ibrahim Kamel, Ι 

One trouble with this doctrine is that it flunks the test of law 
and Jogic. Certainly it is not oased on Security Councii 
Resolutions 242 and 338, which the Cairo Conference 
acknowledged as the dasis for the current peace efforts. 

It would seem to be rather late in the day to have to repeat 
that Resolution 242 does not require total Israeli withdrawal — 
in any case not from areas never bounded by an international 
frontier — and that it recognizes no right for West Bank and 
Gaza Arabs to establish a state of their own, not even alongside 
Israel. 

Mr. Kamel is plainiy basing himself on some General 
Assembly decisions, which are irrelevant fo the task at hand. 
These do, indeed, proclaim a Paiestinian right to self- 
determination. It is strange, though, how well Egypt, and Jor- 
dan, managed to “alienate” that very right for 19 long and un- 

- forgettable years. : 

Tt may, of course, be argued that the passage of time, since 
1967. has wrought some changes that must be taken into ac- 
count, even if they are not recognized in some document. These 
changes include the setting up of Israeli settlements in the 
territories — before any Arab state deigned to have face-to-face’ 
talks with Israe}. The future of these settlements is a matter for 
Negotiations, not for any peremptory demands for their 
removal. 

There is indeed nothing, except survival, that may justly be 
termed. as Mr. Kamel calls self-determination, ‘not subject to 
bargaining."" 

Bargaining and negotiations there must be, on ali matters 
under dispute, or there will be no peace.
